In one official report it exceeds con- 
sumption, in Hie next il lake»i sec- 
ond place. But pneumonia finds a 
considerable proportion of its.vic- 
tims among the old and infirm who 
are about ready 
to die anyway. 


Again, if causes a large number of 
deaths among infants who have a 
weak grip on-life. 
One reason xwhy as vigorous 
a 
campaign against pneumonia as the 
one against consumption is not be- 
ing waged is thai the facts con- 
cerning-the spread of pneumonia 
arc not nearly so clear as they are 
concerning tuberculosis. For exam- 
ple we know lhat drunkenness, ex- 
treme exhaustion, and a generally 
run-down condition may precede 
pneumonia and then we frequently 
see that strongest and most athletic 
voung men and women sucfumb. In- 
deed, some medical authorities hold 
thai pneumonia and lyphoid - are 
more likely to attack the strong than 
the weak.

While we may not have so clear 


a picture of the causes of pneumonia 
as is desired and while our 
facts 
seem occasionally to contradict each 
other, what is definitely known 
about prevention-should be utilii- 
cd 
Consideration of pneumonia is 


timely now, as we are entering the 
seasons of the year when this dis- 
ease is most prevalent and when it 
is, therefore, most important for one

certainly pave the way for pneumo- 
nia persons not in robust health and 
those using alcoholic liquor should 
be especially careful to avoid expos- 
ure to cold and to wetting from ram 
and melting snow.

$25 nor more than $200, or Imprison-
